We still have to learn how to 
live with the automobile. Roth 
as pedestrians and drivers we 
are much at the mercy of other 
drivers. At the wheel, w 0 are 
also at the mercy of ourselves, 
when our driving skill is inad¬ 
equate. And in a sense, we are 
at the mercy of the machine. 

For one thing, many modern 
motor cars can go faster than 
many modern drivers can think 
- and act. “('annobair baker 
professional lecoid - smasher, 
who has driven more than three 
million miles, often at forced 
speeds, and who has had only 
one accident and that when his 
own car was standing still, says: 
‘‘The average man's reflexes are 
not fast enough to handle the 
top speeds of today’s auto¬ 
mobiles.” 

Each driver has a “safe” 
speed. It is a balance of his per¬ 
sonal reflexes against his car’s 
speed. It i s a speed that is right 
for him, given his psychological 
and mental makeup. For some 
exceptional drivers this “safe” 


speed may l>e high, but for 
many it is certainly not more 
than 40 or 45 miles an hour. . . 

Rut the campaign for high¬ 
way safety — while it focuses 
chiefly on eliminating auto 
deaths and maimings, as, pat¬ 
ently it ouht to — has other 
aspects. For instance, bad con¬ 
duct on the highways can pump 
up the blood pressure, perhaps 
can harden the arteries, and sur 
ely can upset th e digestion, and 
with it one’s peace of mind. 

Here is a driver—and where 
is he not? — who feels that the 
car ahead, moving a little slow- 
01 than his own, must be passed 
a s all costs, that the light must 
bo beaten, that any other driver 
on the road who seems to violate 
the rules or infringe on his 
pride, must he disciplined with 
inner angers nnd perhaps with 
downright discourtesy and curs¬ 
ing. Of course, h e may cause 
no accident, lie may leave the 
death and injury toll where he 
found it. Rut the resultant tur¬ 
moil has a price—and ho will 
pay it, in frayed nerves, in an 
overworked heart. 

Vos, w 0 must not only make 
the highways safe for others, 
but we must also make them 
safe for ourselves. We must 
loam how to drive WITH SER¬ 
ENITY. Otherwise w e are not 
driving the car. It is driving us.

Our Edmonton Letter 

(By T. B. Windross) 

Edmonton, July 4—Non-par¬ 
tisan observers in Edmonton 
consider now* that as a result of 
a statement issued after last 
week’s caucus and attributed by 
the Edmonton Journal to “a 
government spokesman,” the 
chartered banks have been re¬ 
lieved of any moral duty to con¬ 
tinue to supply banking services 
in Alberta at a loss. 

According to this “govern¬ 
ment spokesman,” who in past 
cases usually has been Premier 
Aberhart hiding behind a plea 
that his name be not used, “the 
<onser.ses expressed at the cau¬ 
cus wq s that, in view of the at¬ 
titude of banks the sooner 
they withdraw from the prov¬ 
ince the better.” 

The anonymous spokesman 
for the caucus added, according 
to the Journal, that “the gov¬ 
ernment may be compelled to 
hasten the formation of credit 
uni ops/' 

Thus the Social Credit caucus 
hits relieved banks of the respon¬ 
sibility of continuing to pro¬ 
vide banking service to the peo¬ 
ple of Alberta, and has suggest¬ 
ed that it may actually do some¬ 
thing about establishment of 
the credit unions which were 
supposed to be established un¬ 
der the act which w'as passed 
many months ago and which 
has lain dorment ever since, 

Although there has been no 
r.ew statement from the banks 
(on the situation, it is believed 
that for themselves they will be 
delighted that they have been 
absolved, by the Social Credit 
caucus, of any moral responsib¬ 
ility for continuing to maintain 
banking services in this prov¬ 
ince. if they believe that the 
caucus is willing to claim that it 
represents the view of the peo¬ 
ple of Alberta whom the banks 
have been serving . 

But at the same tim e obser¬ 
vers here remarked that if cred 
it unions are established, they 
will be under the influence of 
the Alberta Social Credit board 

. 4 jS was indicated by the item 
In Iasi spring’s provincial est¬ 
imates putting co-operatives 
under the wing of tho board. 

Further, there is the fact 
that in most parts of Canada 
where credit unions operate, 
fh^y charge interest of one per- 
t ent p*r month and since most 
of thejr joan* are short term 


credits, it means that the inter¬ 
est which the credit unions char 
ge averages 10 per cent per an¬ 
num. Under the Dominion bank 
act on th eother hand, charter¬ 
ed banks are prohibited from 
charging more than seven per 
cent. Thus credit unions habit¬ 
ually charge higher interest 
rates than banks are allowed to 
charge even as a maximum. 
Further, credit unions are is¬ 
sued habitually only when the 
borrower gets the endorsatio 
of two responsible citizens who 
pledge themselves to secure the 
amount borrowed. 

These facts on the operation 
of credit unions were made pub¬ 
lic a few weeks ao by Dr. A. B. 
McDonald, of Antagonish, N. S. 
in testfyiiig before the banking 
and commerce committee of the 
House of Common s at Ottawa. 
Dr. McDonald is considered Can 
ada’s leading exponent and sup¬ 
porter of credit unions, and or¬ 
ganized many of them through¬ 
out the Maritimes as head of 
the extension department of 
Francois Xavier university. 
He made it clear that credit un¬ 
ions are being operated success- 
lully within their own sphere 
but that they cannot replace 
chartered banks. But in Alberta 
where nothing lias been done a- 
bout establishing credit unions 
since the act providing for them 
was passed, an ( j where the gov¬ 
ernment has failed to take any 
action toward establishing a 
provincial bank despite offers of 
assistance from tlie dominion 
and other banks, the credit un¬ 
ion now is hailed and banks are 
told they are not needed. 

The caucus was informed by 
oooooc OOOOOOOO O vO< 
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the Social Credit board and the 
government that plans are un¬ 
der way for a renewed cam¬ 
paign of propaganda against 
banks, and that at the next scs 
sion of the house a bill will be 
introduced to provide that the 
taxation of bank branches will 
1 >e levied on the Iwusis of the 
number of branches operating- 
in the province as at Jan. 1st 
this year. It was supposed here 
that tile government thinks 
that taxation on the individual 
branches is one reason why 
some branches are being closed 
whereas in fact such branch tax 
at ion is only one of the several 
taxes imposed on banks and 
proved merely the last straw in 
some eases. The fact that under 
the proposed bill a bank branch 
is to continue to be taxed even 
though it no longer exists is 
considered unlikely to lend banks 
to re-establish such branches, 
because they were closed chiefly 
because of the heavy losse s they 
were suffering in addition to 
taxation.
